AMTRAK SAN JOAQUINS 

ARCATA -— Riders on Amtrak San Joa- 
quins are now able to purchase bus-only 
tickets without the need for their trip to 
include a train connection. 

Passengers may now travel from des- 
tinations like Bakersfield to Santa Moni- 
ca on Route ic or Eureka to Petaluma on 
Route 7, where previously a passenger 
could not. This is the next step of imple- 
menting SB 742, legislation that opened 
up the Amtrak Thruway Bus network for 
riders and made the Amtrak San Joaquins 
service more convenient and accessible. 

The bus-only ticketing options are now 
available in the following locations: 

¢ Route 1C: Bakersfield — Van Nuys — 
West Los Angeles/UCLA — Santa Monica

To check for available “bus-only” desti- 
nations along the Thruway Bus routes and 
the associated fares, visit amtraksanjoa- 
quins.com/thruway-bus-routes/. 

Making Amtrak’s thruway bus routes 
available to non-rail riders brings sever- 
al benefits including improved access to 
transit for priority and underserved com- 
munities; reduction in greenhouse gas and 
air pollution emissions by diverting trips 
that would have previously been taken by 
an automobile; reduced car trips on some 
of the state’s most congested freeways;

elcome to the first article of a weekly series high- 
Win Valley West, the northern most neigh- 

borhood of Arcata. We begin the New Year in- 
troducing residents and visitors to this vital area of Arcata 
that is important to the entire community and the region 
in general. 

First, a geography lesson. Yes, Valley West is part of 
Arcata, even though many people might have mistakenly 
thought that its isolation made it part of McKinleyville. 
And, to the surprise of many, this neighborhood extends 
well beyond the triangle formed by Highways 101 and 299 
and the Mad River. 

According to the City of Arcata Neighborhood map, 
Valley West includes the area all the way west and south 
to Pacific Union School on Janes Road, thereby including 
the Mad River Community Hospital, United Indian Health 
Services (Potawot), Lazy J Senior Mobile Home Park, Mad 
River Rapids RV Park, and the Arcata-Humboldt Welcome 
Center and Federal Agency complex on Heindon Road. 

Our plan for this weekly column is to highlight current 
happenings and the potential for future events that can be 
found in the most diverse neighborhood in Arcata, both 
in terms of ethnic background and commercial endeav- 
ors. We will include articles that highlight interesting ed- 
ucational news from the four centers of education within 
Valley West: Pacific Union School, Laurel Tree Charter 
School, Six Rivers Montessori School, and Little Learners 
Preschool.

the Days Inn and the Red Roof Inn to Permanent Support- 
ive Housing for the chronically homeless. 

This rushed decision to remove 130-plus rooms from 
the motel accommodation list has come as a sur- 
prise to many residents, both within Valley West 
and throughout the city. This conversion of the 
Red Roof Inn to a “gated community” would also 
eliminate the only meeting/conference/large 
event room for rent in all of northern Arcata. 

The Red Roof Inn’s large onsite restaurant was 
also being considered for reopening by restaura- 
teurs, but a rezoning decision will sadly eliminate 
this potential for additional dining for visitors 
and local residents. 

The Arcata City Council will decide on this 
major zoning conversion in Valley West tonight 
at their regular meeting, Wednesday, Jan. 5 at 6 
p.m. Hopefully they will think through the many 
short and long-term impacts of this far-reaching 
decision. 

The coming of CUNA 

CUNA (Comunidad Unida del Norte de Arca- 
ta), a project of Cooperation Humboldt, was formed in ear- 
ly 2021 and is dedicated to building a better represented 
Valley West through community engagement and strategic 
collaboration. 

A contract from the City of Arcata for $217,000 over the 
next three years will focus on: the development of a Valley 
West Business Improvement District (similar to Arcata’s

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Main Street); the planning and creation of a Valley West 
Family/Community Resource Center (selected as a high 
priority by the Arcata City Council); and the promotion of 
events at Carlson Park, off of Giuntoli Lane. 

CUNA (which means “cradle” in Spanish) has already 
formally “adopted” the entryway of Carlson Park and is 
conducting monthly trash cleanups and other ongoing 
events for everyone’s entertainment and enjoyment. 

This 19-acre City Park, which provides the only access to 
the Mad River within Arcata, was dedicated to the City by 
Caltrans in 2017. The majority of the property is designed 
to be managed for habitat protection, but the 1.8 acres that 
can be developed still does not have any improvements in 
place for use by the many families with children who live 
nearby. 

Watch this space for upcoming exciting events, spon- 
sored by CUNA, for the entire family in 2022.

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COVID | Stressful twists and turns as virus evolves

Late February saw the lifting of many restrictions. Busi- 
nesses, restaurants and religious centers re-opened at re- 
duced capacities. 

In a mid-March update to the county’s Board of Su- 
pervisors, Hoffman talked of a “palpable change” in the 
pandemic. Case rates and hospitalizations were down and 
Hoffman described regional ICU capacity monitoring as “a 
bit of a thing of the past.” 

The pandemic then entered a phase of quickly changing 
dynamics that confounded public health officials. 

Fighting to ‘get it under control’ 

In late March, Hoffman told supervisors that the county 
would soon be re-assigned to a lesser risk tier in the state’s 
ranking system. 

Just a week later, he revised the forecast. COVID-19 
cases were ticking up nationally and regionally and it was 
revealed that Humboldt’s case decline reflected a lack of 
testing. 

But a week after that, the county was moved down a 
level in COVID risk and a summer filled with outdoor and 
indoor events was forecasted. Bars reopened and audience 
events were planned. 

Still, variants were showing a trend of increased trans- 
missibility and antibody resistance, and even as vaccina- 
tion advanced there was nagging doubt about the prom- 
ised end of the pandemic. 

“A big concern among public health officials is that a vac- 
cine-resistant variant will develop before we are able to get 
it under control,” said county Communicable Disease Pro- 
gram Supervisor Hava Phillips in an April 2 press release. 

The emergence of yet another variant in India sparked 
wol!ry, as it had mutations that suggested enhanced trans- 
missibility and vaccine evasion. It would come to be known 
as Delta. But the county and the nation would have to deal 
with Alpha first. In April it became the dominant strain in 
the U.S. 

The county’s case rate resurged by late April but re- 
strictions had become bitterly unpopular and the state an- 
nounced a mid-June grand reopening date. 

Although local vaccine uptake was getting sluggish, 
Hoffman told the Board of Supervisors that “we can keep 
the momentum of the vaccine effort one step ahead of any 
resurgence of the virus.” 

He conjured a scenario of sitting shoulder-to-shoul- 
der at Humboldt Crabs games on a “crisp Humboldt eve- 
ning,” with vaccinated spectators “cheering alongside your 
friends and neighbors” once again. 

In early May, a local coronavirus sample from the previ- 
ous month was confirmed to be Alpha. 

It had been covertly spreading all along and was soon 
identified as the dominant strain in Humboldt County as 
cases and hospitalizations rose. 


risk category wasn’t changed. 
Delta ascends 

Hoffman described Alpha’s swift advance as “a dramatic 
turning of the tide” but Humboldt and the rest of the state 
barreled toward the June 15 reopening with steely resolve. 

There was a push to drive up the county’s rate of fully 
vaccinated residents, which was at 38 percent in mid-May. 

Hoffman looked to the near future and said that after 
July, the combination of vaccination progress and previ- 
ous infection will “leave less options for the virus to con- 
tinue to infect.” 

He also said that “vaccine protection appears to be 
much more long-lasting than we originally thought.” 

One local case had been linked to the Delta variant from 
India but it was from a sample the month before with no 
additional detections since. 

The state’s coronavirus stay at home order, risk tier sys- 
tem and almost all restrictions were lifted on June 15, leav- 
ing infection control up to individuals and businesses that 
chose to require precautions. 

The timing was awkward. By late June, the county’s 
case rate was climbing and in the first week of July, Delta 
drove a case spike in Los Angeles County. 

As July ended Delta was causing eight in 10 infections 
in the U.S. A county press release reported that Delta in- 
fection “results in high viral loads in both vaccinated and 
unvaccinated individuals.” 

On August 7, the county reinstated a universal masking 
mandate as a case quake erupted. New cases climbed near the 
500 mark that week and there were 31 more hospitalizations. 

At the Aug. 10 supervisors meeting, Supervisor Michelle 
Bushnell commented on a communal sense of fear. 

“I want to recognize that we’re kind of going backwards 
and that’s scary for a lot of people,” she said. 

The Delta surge was the worst the county had yet seen. 
Reinstating restrictions wasn’t tolerable but businesses 
were closing anyway, due to employees being sick or in 
quarantine. 

Though vaccine effectiveness was reduced, protection 
against severe illness and death remained solid. But the 
potency of vaccine protection was wilting and the county 
urged residents to get booster vaccine doses. 

As the grim month of August neared its end, ICU capac- 
ity was maxed out and Delta was making younger people 
sicker. 

“COVID-19 has proven to be a formidable opponent and 
it is safe to say everyone is exhausted,” Hoffman told su- 
pervisors at their Aug. 24 meeting. Fifty-two percent of the 
county’s population was fully-vaccinated. 

Enter Omicron 

The high tide of cases, hospitalizations and deaths con- 
tinued to overwhelm health care and public health staff. 
But schools opened and with the surge’s ease in late Sep- 
tember, the county reported that there had only been a 


“handful” of in-school COVID-19 transmissions. 

October saw the county’s COVID-19 case rates drop and 
plateau. There were 779 new COVID-19 cases confirmed in 
October, down from the 1,444 cases logged in September. 

Hoffman said “the numbers have generally been head- 
ed in the right direction” and the county was considering 
“how we can respond appropriately to start to loosen some 
restrictions.” 

On November 8, the county’s outdoor mask require- 
ment was lifted. Humboldt’s fully vaccinated rate was at 59 
percent and 80 percent was named as a lever for complete 
lifting of the mask mandate. 

Booster shots continued to be urged as length of mRNA 
vaccine protection was shown to be only six months. A 
winter surge was feared as California’s case rate began to 
climb again. 

And another startling variant, Omicron, was detected in 
the state after causing a fourth wave of cases in South Afri- 
ca. Omicron is an evolutionary milestone, with amped-up 
infection and immune evasion powers. 

As it advanced, studies and real world data showed 
that the protection timespan of booster shots is only four 
months. Subsequent studies estimate the length at 10 
weeks. 

2022 is beginning with the county braced for the impact 
of Omicron, which is driving record case surges in the U.S. 
and Europe. 

Perhaps the new variant causes less severe disease. But 
Omicron may be contributing to an increase in hospital- 
izations of U.S. children and overall hospitalizations are 
also rising. 

Progress made 

Though troublesome, 2021 was a year that saw prog- 
ress — as noted in a Thanksgiving message from Humboldt 
County Health Director Sofia Pereira. 

She said that vaccine is “probably our biggest single 
development” and one that has saved many lives and pre- 
vented much suffering. There are also treatments, includ- 
ing antiviral drugs and monoclonal antibodies. 

“Scientists also have a better understanding of the virus 
that was as it’s named — novel, completely new,” Pereira 
continued. “And with better understanding we know that 
better prevention and treatment options are not far behind.” 

But humanity is only half the equation so it’s also time 
to reflect on the progress the virus has made. 

It has quickly adapted to the human environment and 
its increasingly effective ability to spread has been de- 
scribed as unprecedented. 

The seemingly supernatural pace of Omicron’s spread 
alone shows that viral evolution and the future of the pan- 
demic are beyond prediction. 

In 2020, the county saw 1,764 COVID-19 cases, 66 hos- 
pitalizations and 22 deaths. 

In 2021, the totals rose to 10,952 cases, 477 hospitaliza- 
tions and 122 deaths. 

The New Year begins with the county’s full vaccination

tions at its Dec. 29 meeting. 

John Miller, a senior 
planner with the Hum- 
boldt County Planning 
Department, presented 
a chart showing McKin- 
leyville’s population slow- 
ing rising, from 16,262 in 
2020 to 17,257 in 2030, 
18,002 in 2040, 18,562 in 
2050 and 18,981 in 2060. 

Some of that growth 
may come from Humbold- 
ters moving from other 
communities to McKin- 
leyville. But there may 
also be people moving to 
McKinleyville from out- 
side the county. 

McKMAC Chair Maya 
Conrad noted that what’s 
unknown is how many 
people will seek refuge in 
McKinleyville to escape the 
effects of climate change 
elsewhere. “I do feel that’s 
a wild card,” Conrad said. 

The McKMAC also re- 
viewed what is allowed in 
the Town Center under the 
current zoning compared 
to the proposed zoning. 

Projects that are al- 
lowed now, but would 
be prohibited under the 
proposed zoning, include 
drive-thrus, gas stations, 
auto repair shops, car lots, 
boat lots, trailer lots, ware- 
houses, storage facilities 
and artisan shops that are 
not open for retail sales. 

The proposed zoning 
would also prevent “big 
box” stores from being 
built in the Town Cen- 
ter. However, that doesn’t 
mean that a Walmart or 
Target couldn’t open in 
the Town Center. They 
just couldn’t be located in 
buildings that look like a 
“big box.” 

The McKinleyville Com- 
munity Plan, adopted in 
2002, further explains the 
“big box” ban. 

“The Town Center Area 
shall have no additional 
drive-thru restaurants, 
and no large ‘big-box’ de- 
partment stores, as de- 


fined. Rather, the depart- 
ment stores should be 
divided into several sepa- 
rate rooms or buildings to 
avoid the look of the giant 
retail, department store,” 
the plan states. 


substances for sales and probation 
violation. 


In his presentation, 
Miller also provided figures 
for the maximum buildout 
of the Town Center based 
on current zoning and the 
proposed zoning. 

Under the current zon- 
ing, the Town Center could 
have 900 housing units 
and 9,160,000 square feet 
of commercial space. Un- 
der the proposed zoning, 
the Town Center could 
have 1,100 housing units 
and 9,600,000 square feet 
of commercial space. 

However, these num- 
bers don’t take into ac- 
count the limitations on 
development in the Town 
Center, where there are 
large swaths of undevelop- 
able wetlands. 

The McKMAC spent 
much of the evening going 
through a draft ordinance 
line by line, making edits 
and seeking clarification.

Search crews utilized 
a Coast Guard helicopter, 
a Coast Guard cutter and 
small boats in addition to 
searching on foot. 

Hunter Lewis is de- 
scribed as a white male, 
about 5 feet, 10 inches 
tall, 135 pounds, with 
brown hair and blue eyes, 
wearing a dark-colored 
wet suit. 

More than 50 peo- 
ple gathered Sunday 
morning at the Seascape 
Restaurant’s parking lot 
in Trinidad to join the on- 
going hunt. 

Corey Lewis, Hunt- 
er’s father, and organiz- 
er Ross Taylor, assigned 
groups to locations and 
gave safety directions 
— reminding those gath- 
ered about slippery rocks 
and no cell service etc. 

“We're still continu- 
ing to search,” explained 
Jae Wood, who has been 
helping the missing 
man’s family since Hunt- 
er Lewis disappeared 
while canoeing near the 
tiny seaside town. 

Wood said, “We're 
very grateful to all the 
private property owners 
that are giving us access. 
And all the searchers.” 

A large piece of Lewis’ 
canoe was later located 
at the Martin Creek Trail 
beach north of Trinidad.
